socialist members—Louis Waldman, 
and August Claessens, of New York, 
and Charles Solomon, of Kings coun- 
tys and voted 87 to 48, to permit 
: Samuel A. Dewitt and Samuel Orr, 
soc!:list members from the Bronx, 
to retain their seats. The two last 
named, however, after a vote to re- 
instate Waldman had been lost, $1 
to 82, took the floor in turn and 
verbally tendered. their resignations. 

Reeently Re-elected. : 
The five men were re-elected at 
* .@ special election last week.) 

The five socialists took part in the 
debate which continued five hours, 
“and each of them declared that he 
had come to the extraordinary ses- 
gion to serve the people in helping 
’ to solve or remedy the housing sit- 
vation and not to make apologies or 
defense of the socialist party or be- 
cause they were socialists. They 
characipraed the procegdings as un- 
Ameriean.

Even With the New Rate, 
There Will Be Left Less 
Fhan $100,000 for New 
Improvements. 


With a new tax rate of $1 on the 
hundred dollars for 1920, which was 
fixed by the county commissionets 
Tuesday afternoon in the place of 
the former rate of 90 cents, Fulton 
county will have a total revenue 
next year of $2,221,466.70, which is 
an increase of $191,610 over the rev- 
enue collected in 1919, but which 
will give the county only $96,000 for 
new projects and improvements. A. 
the end of the fiscal year, August 
31, 1920, the county faced a deficit 
of $94,900. 

Included in the budget for. the 
new year are $25,000 for Spring 
street, $425,000 for maintenance »*t 
public works department, $650,000 
to repay loans, $200,000 for paving 
Stewart avenue, ‘and various sums 
for the .usual operation of all the 
courts in the county.

Of Hunger Strike 


MacSwiney Reported 
Very Weak—Not Being 
Fed, So Far as Govern- 
ment Doctors Know. 


London, September 21.—Lord May- 
or MacSwiney, of Cork, passed a 
very restless night at Brixton pris- 
on, where he eatered this morning 
the fortieth day of his hunger 
strike, according to a bulletin is- 
sued by the Irish Self-Determina- 


tion league. He had some sleep, 
but it was quite fitful, and he was 
very weak this mornin~, the bulle- 
tin stated. 

When asked the direct question 
whether MacSwiney was being fed, 
a home office official said this morn- 
ing: 

“Not that we know of, but you 
must remember his relatives have 
free access to him.” 

This is the first time officials 
have qualified the statement that 
as far as the government’s doc- 
tors know, the lord mayor is not 
receiving nourishment. 

The prison physician reported this 
morning that MacSwiney was con- 
siderably weaker than he was yes- 
terday. 

Mrs. MacSwiney, who visited her 
husband this evening, said that his 
condition was very bad indeed. He 
was in great pain, 
spoken all day. He was still. con- 
scious, however. 

A late bulletin 
Irish 
said: 

“The ford mayor’s condition is 
unchanged. He is still in a very 
prostrate condition, but conscious.”

FORD GUTS PRICES: 
MPS PROFIEERS 


Pre-War Prices for All 
Ford Products — War 
Methods, War Prices and 
War Greed Must Go, 
Ford Says. 


Detroit, Mich., September 21.— 
Henry Ford today announced a re- 
duction of prices on all Ford Mo- 
tor company products to a pre-war 
level as a step toward “restora- 
tion of business to normal condi- 
tions.” In a statement accompany- 
ing the announcement, Mr. Ford 
declared that present business~con- 
ditions demanded that “some prac- 
tical effort be made to bring eco- 
nomic conditions back to normal,” 
that the “business of the country 
may be stabilized,” and that the 
“Progress, prosperity and content- 
ment of our people may be restored.” 

Inquiry tonight among heads of 
other automobile industries here 
failed to indicate whether the Ford 
announcement preSsages a general 
decline of motor car prices. A num- 
ber of manufacturers declined to 
comment. 


Discussing business conditions, 
Mr. Ford declared that since the 
war has ended, “prices also should 
be reduced.” 

“There is no wisdom,” the manu- 
facturer said, “in trying to main- 
tain an artificial standard of values 
for inflated prices only retard prog- 
ress,”™. . ' 


“There is a lull ineBusiness gen- 
the statement continues. 
“People in every walk of life are 
waiting for prices they know aré 
unnatural, to become lower. 

“Manufacturing plants are being 
shut down all over the country and 
in every line there is a growing in- 
activity because the volue of con- 
sumption is growing less and less 
through the self-denial of people 
who realize the injustice of the sit- 
uation, 

“Labor is being thrown out of em- 


ployment but notwithstanding this, | 


there has been little chanve in the 
cost of living. 

“Although rich in natural re- 
sources, the country’s progress is 
being helu practically at a stand- 
still through the greed of profiteers. 
Now is the time to call a halt to 
war methods, war prices and-war 
greed. It may be necessary for ev- 
erybody to sacrifice a little, but In 
the end it will be most profitable, 
for the sooner we get the business 
of the country back to pre-war con- 
ditions the sooner will the lives of 
our people become natural and prog- 
ress, prosperity and contentment be 
restored.”

10 SOLVE MYSTERY 
OF BOMB HORROR 


Investigation Pushed for 
Over Five Days Has 
Thrown No Light on the 
Wall Street Tragedy, 


CUSTOMS HOUSE FORCE 
GIVEN A BOMB SCARE 


Warned That Building 
Would Be Destroyed 
Tuesday, Officials Took 
Great Precautions, But 
There Was No Explo- 
sion. | 


New York, September 21.—Depart- 
ment of justice and police officials 
admitted tonight that five and one- 
half days’ investigation has failed 
to solve the mystery of the explo- 
sion in Wall street last Thursday, 
which cost thirty-five lives and 
property damage running into the 
millions. 

Officials generally agree that the 
explosive was carried into the finan- 
cial dtstrict on a ramshackle wag- 
on left standing at the ctirb in front 
of the assay office just before noon. 
Hundreds of clues have been obtain- 
ed &s to i e identity of the driver 
and his wagon, but many of them 
are contradictory and officials have 
begun the long and arduous task of 
running all of them down and try- 
ing to draw correct conclysions 
therefrom, | 

Ne Bemb fer Customs House, 

A Warning that the customs house 


} wae to be destroyed at 2 p mi today, 


which was réceived in the mail 
yesterday by William H. Edwards, 
collector of internal revenue, 
brought thousands of the curious to 
the scene at the appointed- hour and 
resulted in a half holiday for many 
clerks employed in the building. 
The bomb threat, however, failed to 
develop and confirmed the belief of 
officials at the time it was receiv- 
ed that it was a hoax or the work 
of some letter-writing “crank.” 

Although both federal and local 
authorities were inclined to regard 
as a hoax the post-card received 
by Collector Edwards, setting 2 
o'clock as the hour for the second 
explosion, they took no chances. 

Office workers making their way 
down the canyon of lower Broad- 
way this morning, found ‘scores of 
coast guards, carrying rifles and 
side arms entering the custom house, 
at the foot of Bowling Green. In 
addition, scores of United States 
coast guards had been mobilized. 
They were stationed inside the 
building, and at the doors.’ Every- 
one entering the structure was 
closely questioned. 

An epidemic of “sudden fliness” 
and “visits from out-of-town rela- 
tives,” was particularly noticeable 
at the custom house. 

Shortly after noon all wemen em- 
Ployees and some men were sent 
home from the custom house. 

Two o'clock, the hour when offi- 
cilals had been warned the custom 
house was to be blown sky-high, 
passed with nothing more unusual 
than a crowd which gathered to see 
the pre-announced “bombing.” 

Clues Still Sought. 

Department of justice agents, 
headed by William J. Flynn, chief 
of the bureau of investigation, still 
contend the explosion was: planned 
and carried into execution by a band 
of anarchists. Trained investiga- 
tors are at work on this theory in 
all parts of the country, but Chief 
Flynn said tonight he was not yet 
in a position to make known the 
result of these investigations. 

Police and fire department inves- 
tigators, together with the Septem- 
ber grand jury, are concentrating 


their efforts on trying to establish 
the identity of the driver of the 


“death. wagon.” whom they believe 
holds the key to fhe solution of the 
mystery. ? 

Out of.regard for the ‘strained 
nerves of the financial district, hours 
for blasting in a bullding excava- 
tion near the office of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. today were restricted to “be- 
fore 6 a. m. and after 7 p.m.” 
| Investigators working on the Wall 
street explosion tonight reported no 
progress. 

Experts today examined. frag- 
ments of tin found in-the wreckage, 
arriving at the*conclusion that the 
pieces were from five cans, three 
of five-gallon and two of three-gal- 
lon capacity. These cans might have 
contained picric acid and been ar- 
ranged about a bomb in the death 
wagon, it. was stated.. 

The tin now is being prepared for 
chemical analysis to determine the 
probable contents of the cans be- 
fore they were blown to bits. Eye-

Father Thomas Burke 
Was More Effective 
Than Squads of Chicago 
Police. : 


Chicago, September 21.—One small 
priest with a smile and the word 
“sanctuary” on his lips did more 
than squads of police last night in 
preventing the threatened lynching 
of thrée negroes who took refuge 
in his church. He is Father Thomas 
Burke, pastor of St. Gabriel’s church 
in the stockyards neighborhood The 
negroes were wanted forthe mur- 
der of a white man in a street cor- 
ner argument. 

When Father Burke reached the 
chureh a mob estimated to number 
nearly 5,000 ‘was packed about the 
doors and hundreds more had al- 
ready entered in the search for the 
negroes. Forcing his way in the 
priest shouted: 

“What is this sacrilige? Who are 
the rowdies that storm the house 
of God?” 

Someone explained. 

“That makes no difference,” he 
cried... “This place is santuafy. I 
order every person in this building 
to leave immediately and quietly.” 

The crowd broke and filed out. 
The last man had left when a po- 
lice riot squad arrived. Taking the 
police inside Father Burke called to 
the hidden negroes to come, 

There was a atir and one of the 
men stepped out from a confession- 
al. A pile of cassocks in a robing 
room yielded a second and the third 
appeared from behind the altar rail 
One knelt ‘and kissed the priest's 
hand as police spirited them out a 
side entrance.

Peace Negotiations Have 
Been Broken Off—Lithu- 
ania Appeals to United 
States, Alleging Polish

and Poland have been broken off, 
and the Polish delegation has left 
Kalwarya and ig returning to War- 
saw. 

Lithuania agreed to. withdraw her 
troops behind the Foch line, but 
insisted that the Poles retire a sim- 


now occupy. To this the Poles re- 
fused to agree. 


The announcement was made Mon- 
day that the council of thé league o 
nations had succeeded in otead 
Poland to agree to an immediate 
suspension of hostilities pending a 
settlement of their dispute. 
LITHUANIANS ALLEGE 
OUTRAGE BY POLES. 

Washington, September 21.— 
{United News).—The representa-. 
tives of the Lithuanian government 
have appealed to the American state 
department to use its good offices 
to prevent repetition of what they 
charge are excesses of Polish troops, 
The Poles are in temporary occupa- 
tion of territory the Lithuanians 
claim,“under sthe agreement reached 
before the league of nations. 

Copies. of a cablegram. recéived 
from the Lithuanian foreign office 
recounting details of a Polish pro- 
gram in Seiny on September 8, were 
left at the department. It was 


charged that Polish troops robbed 
shops, maltreated the inhabitants, 
committed excesses in the Jewish 
synagogue, and violated twenty-two 
Jewish women. During the reign of 
terror, which’ lasted four hours, 25 
shops were pillaged, 160 private 
dwellings entered, and damage done 
to the extent of two million marks, 
it was stated. 

The cable also reported a protest 
filed by delegations from Seiny and 
Punsk, towns within the area to be 
occupied by the Polish forces,

Dublin, September 21.—Auxiliary 
police forces last night wrecked the 
town of Balbriggan, near here, in 
retaliation for the shooting of two 
police officers there earlier in the 
evening, when District Inspector 
Burke was killed and his brother, 
Sergeant Burke, was seriously 
wounded. Many houses were set on 
fire and the largest hosiery factory 
in Ireland, belonging to an English 
firm, was destroyed. 

This morning the town was in 
terror. and streams of refugees in 
all sorts of vehicles were abandon- 
ing the place for neighboring vil- 
lages.

Shortly after midnight uniformed

PEOPLE ARE FLEEING 
FROM ZONE OF DANGER 


Thousands Have Left Gal- 
veston for the Mainland. 
All Precautions Against 
the Storm—Swelling 
Tides and Dropping Ba- 
rometers Herald Ap- 
proach of Terror. | 


Communities along the gulf coast 
from the Florida peninsula tip to the 
Texas lagoons, prepared last night 
for emergency of storm and flood 
today, while weather bureau warn- 
ings told of a vortex of tropical hur- 
ricane dragging its attendant cir- 
cles of roaring gales slowly toward 
the mainiand. The traffic lanes in 
the gulf itself were clearing fast 
as shipmasters, apprised by wireless 
of the advent of high seas and wind 
ran into port for shelter. 

Swelling tides on the Louisiane 
and Texa’s coasts and falling barom- 
eters heralded its coming. At Cor- 
pus Christi and vicinity, inhabitants 
remembering the death lists and 
property havoc created by preced- 
ing onslaughts of tropical storms, 
sought higher ground and safer 
footing. Dwellings were vacated 
and store stocks#moved at Corpus 
Cheisti last night. Even the big 
steam tankers in the oil trade made 
way for the hurrieane’s passage 


] and turned off their courses to har- 


bor in.the Mississippi delta, 


Headed tor Mainland. 

The weather bureatt predicted the 
storm's probable eotttact with the 
mainland somewhere west of the 
Mississipp!’s mouth, and the mo- 
ment for sometime today. Its warn- 
ings were spread east as far as 
Tampa. Ships at sea sought shelter 
at Mobile and the smaller ports of 
the eastern gulf section, report- 
Ing high seas and rising winds as 
they did so. 

The erratic nature of hurricanes, 
the bureau sald, made it always pos- 
sible that the present disturbance 
wou. \swerve from the northward 
cours¢€ wharted for it since its ene 
trance to the gulf Saturday off Yu- 
catan. Hourly its progress. wag 
checked and noted by the instrument 
readings the bureau’s widely 
separated stations, lest some atmos- 
pheric freak should speed its north- 
ward travel beyond the 12 miles an 
héur of its noted rate.

“New Orleans, September 21.—At 
midnight the barométer had risen 
two points from its minimum of 
29.53 to 29.55 and the winds had 
dropped from its maximum velocity 
of 48 to 34 miles from the south, 
southeast. The weather bureau 
stated that this would indicate that 
the greatest force of the hurricane 
would be felt on the coast to the 
east of New Ofleans, but that New 
Orleans: was not out of danger.

At Port Fads a 
large fleet is anchored behind the 
breakwater and jetties waiting for 
the storm to blow over, Several 
vessels which cleared Monday did 
not ‘sail, and some of those which 
did, put back.

Galveston, Texas, September 21,—

ground floors in the business dis- 
trict, and the securing of ail ship-

FRANCO-TURKISH WAR

Constantinople, ig 2 r 21— 
(By the Associated Press,.}—Turk- 
ish nationalist forces in Asia Minor 
fre continuing their fight against 
French roops of occupation there. 
T-n thousand Turks and Arabs are 
pes'en'ng Adana and others are dai- 
lv shelling Tarsus with old five- 
inch German guns operated by Ger- 
man officers who h..ve been strand- 
ed there since the armistice. Fre- 
quent attacks are being made on 
Mersina, an important seaport. 
s~-uthwest of Adana, but they have 
been renulsed by the fire from the 
guns of French battleships fn the 


Am>ricans in Adana. have limited 
food supplies, but distribute what 
they can to 2,600 persons daily. They 
have so far falled to secure ship- 
ments from Mersina. Fren¢ch mili- 
tary officials are dealing diplo- 
matically, with the people .and are 
granting amnesty ,to former resi- 
dents of Adana who wish to desert 
the nationalists and return home. 

Hand-to-hand fighti frequently 
occurs at Adana, the French Sene- 
galese and also the Turks and 
Arabs cuttin , off the heads of the 
fallen to be sure they are dead, 
There is no report, however, of tor- 
ture. being inflicted. «Philip L.

Disturbances Have Spent 
Greatest Force and 
Moving Northwestward. 


rf , ‘ . 
There is but little likelihood that 
Georgia will be affected by the 
Gulf coast storm, according to Cy 
F. von Herrmann, local weather 
observer, who reecived bulletins 
from Washington late Tuesday that 
indicated ‘that the disturbance 
spent their greatest force in the 
middle Gulf section, and were mov- 
ing northwestward. Latest reports 
were that the storm was being at- 
tended by dangerous winds. 

The cotton belt in the extreme 
western Gulf section reported to 


}Washington much cloudiness, but 
with the exception of that terri- 
tory, geiuerally fair weather pre- 
vails over the entire cotton belt, 
and the Atlanta forecast for to- 
day is fair. Mr. von Herrmann said 
that the barometer was steadily 
falling along the coast. 

Dispatches from Galveston show- 
ed that the .barometer was 29.88 
inches at noon, four points before 
the mark registered at 7 o'clock 
a. m., and the wind was said to 
be blowing 32 miles an hour from 
the northwest. From later dis- 
patches the direction of the wind 
has entirely cnanged. 

‘The tropical storm over the Gulf 
of Mexico is advancing northwest- 
ward toward the west Gulf coast,” 
am announcement by the weather 
bureau said. “Hurricane warnings 
were ordered raised at 10 o'clock 
t'- morning on the western Loui- 
siana caast and on the Texas coast 
southward to Corpus Christi. All 
interests have been ordered warn- 
ed of the dangerous character of 
the storm.”

“Matters are reaching a very de- 
plorable stage with the country 
ginners, who had made all arrange- 
ments to gin and have gone to the 
neccessary expense. I found a warn- 
ing notice on my gin yesterday, 
telling me to ‘look out’ if I ginned 
any cotton before January. Im the

“The early drought this year in 
this section greatly damaged the 
cotton crop. Then came the boll 
weevil and now the strong prob- 
ability of an early frost.

ized. In the face of all this, comes 
the movement to stop the gins until 
January. 

“With all the adverse crop con- 
ditions of the present’season and 
the high price of farm labor and its 
searcity, the grower cannot make 
anything on less than forty cents 
a pound. It is earnestly hoped by 
the farmers that those opposing gin- 
ning now will at least permit enough 
of the crop to be ginned to enable. 
the tennant and other farmers to 
pay their debts early. We hope that 
the Eastern manufacturers of cot- 
ton goods will not close down to 
keep the price of their output high. 
They have been making enormous 
profit and they should be reasonable 
and give the growers another chance 
to make acrop. If they do not, they 
will bankrupt the southern farmer. 
The southern mills will have to 
shut down and send their help to 
the farms to produce enough cotton 
for the world’s consumption.

Then they 
said, ‘We will trust the United 
States of America to represent us, 
with confidence in that great re- 
public.’ And vet, somehow, through 
c itract secretly made, China had 
no voice in the settlement, and 
instead of being awarded the free- 
dom of her own people, under the 
gospel of self-determination for 
which America spoke, several mil- 
lion of her people were delivered 
to a rival nation, with the consent 
and approval of those who spoke 
for America in Paris.

‘ENFORCING PROHIBITION. 
‘Elsewhere on this page is pub- 
ished 'a communication from Colo- 
ve] Jesse E. Mercer, federal in- 
spector for Georgia under the V9l- 
stead prohibition enforcement law. 
iat refers to a recent editorial in 
‘She Constitution relative to the 


generally acknowledged laxity 
throughout the country in the en- 
forcement of the state and federal 
laws against the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors. 

The Constitution does not assume 
to fix the responsibility for the 
lack of enforcement, but it reiter- 
ates its general statement that the 
law is being violated in Georgia to 
a more marked degree today than 
when Georgia was “dry” under a 
state law only; and that condition 
is not a healthy one to contem- 
plate. It is nothing short of a scan- 
dal. 

Colonel Mercer says it is “un- 
doubtedly true that violations are 
flagrant,” and cites the fact that 
a large number of crimes are com- 
mitted by reason of the distribution 
and consumption of an “inferior 
product by reason of the improvised 
and unscientific stills,” though he 
holds that the principal violations 
are in Atlanta and Savannah, 
“chargeable to favors shown the 
law breakers by officers.” 

The latter indictment may or 
“may not be warrantable. There is 
no evidence to The Constitution’s 
knowledge that “favors are shown 
by officers,” nor is there any reason 
to believe that the violations are 
proportionately any greater in At- 
Janta and Savannah than in other 
Georgia cities. , 

At any rate, while one tangent 
of a violation may take root in the 
city, the crime’s origin is in “the 
country,” that Colonel Mercer he- 
lieves is comparatively free from 
violations. . ' 

The “making” of the stuff is 
just as much a violation as the 
selling. The wholesaling by illegal’ 
manufacturers is just as much a 
violation as the retailing by’ boot- 
leggers. 

And it is no secret that a major 
portion of the Georgia white- 
lightning is made in “the coun- 
try.” 

Nor is it confined to the moun- 
tains. 

There has been a tremendous 
traffic worked up, according to re- 
ports, on “cane rum”—a “monkey 
rum” as they call it in Cuba—that 
is manufactured, it is said, mostly 
in the plains. 

So, after all, the fact remains, 
that the whole matter is a state 
and a national disgrace. 

And the disgrace is in the fact 
that the government has a law on

- tges, that is admittedly not being 
properly enforced anywhere in this 
- gountry, efther through inefficiency 
of enforcement officers or serious 
weaknesses in the law itself. 

There must be a fixing of the

of crime everywhere that are be- 
coming actually alarming.

PRESS MISREPRESENTA- 
TION. 
Governor Cox, a trained newspa- 


per man, has found first-hand evi- 
dence in his present visit to Cali- 


fornia of the deliberately, if not 
designedly, planned scheme of the 
republican newspapers on the Pa- 
cific coast to keep from their read- 
rers the news of the political de- 
‘velopments—not to say “issues” — 
of the day. , 

He has had the nerve to de- 
nounce it, openly and above board, 
and right in the shadow of the 
great newspaper offices whose 
editors have thus sought to bias 
and prejudice the public mind for 
political purposes—an unworthy 
course that reflects upon the honor 
and the integrity of the great pro- 
fession of journalism. 

The Associated Press of one of 
Governor Cox’s addresses says— 
“A great many reactionary pa- 
pers are not printing the news of 
the campaign,” Governor Cox assert- 
ed. ‘They decline to have this case 
tried before the jury. Nine-tenths 
of the newspapers in California do 
not print the news. 

“One of the deliberate plans of 
the ‘senatorial! oligarchy,’” said 
Governor Cox, “was to control as 
many newepapers as possible.” 

The general charge was supple- 
mented by the governor with par- 
ticular criticism of newspapers of 
Pacific northwest states which he 
visited recently and of California 
papers. Some of the former, he 
said, did not carry his speech of 
acceptance. 

Democrats who attended the na- 
tional convention at San Fran- 
cisco were so confronted with this 
determination on the part of the 
papers—in ‘Frisco particularly—to 
withhold and “color” news that it 
became almost a scandal.

These “news” stories became so 
insistent that the leaders among 
the contesting delegation finally 
felt called upon to repudiate them 
as “fabrications without a sem- 
blance of truth.” 

Governor Cox has simply given 
public voice to a fact that every 
delegate to the 'Frisco convention 
had drilled into him for the ten 
days of the convention.

‘Fight of Women for a Cause That Is Won — Forest Fires 
and Carelessness of Smokers.

With a thirty-seventh state won 
through Connecticut's ratification of 
the nineteenth amendment, the na- 
tional woman's party will continue 
to work for suffrage until Mary- 
land, whose legislature met in spe- 
cial session September 20, has acted 
and until all isigatiog over the 
amendment is ende 

This announcement was made by 
Alice Paul, chairman of the woman's 
party. 

It means that the woman's part; 
will net relax its suffrage vig!i- 
lance for some tiem to come. The 


injunction procéedings brought by 
anti-suffragists against Secretary 
Colby and Attorney General Palmer 
in the District of Columbia supreme 
court, are. expected te come up in 
the District court of appeals on 
October 4. The other case, involv- 
ing the amendment attacking the 
constitutionality of ratfication by 
Tennessee, is exepcted to come up 
in the Tennessee supreme court at 
once. Counsel representing the 
woman's party will defend ratifica- 
tion in both these cases. 


The campaign itn Maryland will 
be carried on by Miss Catherine 
Flanagan and Miss Betty Gram, na- 
tional organizers of the woman's 

rty, and Miss Anita Pollitzer, leg- 
slative secretary of the woman’s

. Prospects for ratification by 
Maryland are considered favorable 
by the woman's party. : 
“In view of Governor Ritchie's 
favorable attitude toward ratifica- 
tion, we feel confident that Mary- 


land will be the thirty-eighth state 
on the honor roll,” Miss Flanagan 
said today. “We fee! that the gov- 
ernor’s stand will have great influ- 
ence with the legislators.” 


The Maryland legislature defeated 
ratfication of the suffrage amend- 
ment at the regular session in Feb- 


ruary by a vote ef 18 to 9 in the 
senate, and 64 to 35 in the house, 
Connecticut has clinched the suf- 
‘rege victory, 
“With Connectileut’s ratification 
we feel the suffrage question is set- 
tled forever,” said Alice Paul. 


“The ratification by Connecticut 
absolutely settles all doubt as to the 
completion of the suffrage cam- 


paign,’”’ added Miss Paui. ‘The at- 
tacks brought against the legality 
of ratification by Tennessee are now 
effectually met, and there is no 
further doubt that all women in 
the coutnry will vote in November. 

“Our workers who have been in 
Connecticut will now turn to Mary- 
land for the special session of the 
lerislature, and will endeavor to se- 
cure a thirty-eighth state for rati- 
fication in order that we may stil) 
more completely discourage the le- 
gal attacks on ratification to which 
the opponents of suffrage are stil) 
resorting.” 

Catherine Flanagan, national or- 
ganizer of the woman's party, 
leaves Hartford tonight with the 
certificate of Connecticut's ratifica- 
tion. which she will present to Sec- 
retary Colby this morning. 

“The overwhelming suffrage vote 
in the Connecticut legislature indli- 
cates that the suffrage opposition 
in Connecticut, which has held up 
ratification for more tnan a year, 
has been a one-man affair.” Miss 
Emma Wold, headquarters secretary 
of the woman's party at Washing-

ton, added this comment: “The peo-| 


legislators, have at last obtained a 
chance, in spite of the obstinacy of 
Governor Holcomph to register their 
sentiment, and they have spoken 
overwhlemingly in favor of political 
democracy.

Careless Smokers Cause 
Many Forest Fires. 


As a basis for securing, if possi- 
ble, co-operation of tobacco users 
in the reduction of losses from for- 


est fires, the forest service of the 
United States department .of agri- 
culture is preparing to gather in- 
formation as to the extent to which 
fires in the woods are due to smok- 
ers. ! 

“We have been gathering statis- 
tics for a number of years as to 
the causes ‘of forest fires,” said 
Acting Forester Sherman in outlin- 
ing the plan, “but these statistics 
have not shown under a. separate 
heading fires known to have their 
origin in tobacco smoking. All fires 
started by hunters and fishermen, 
for example, are commonly classed 
as campers’ fires; those started by 
loggers, to lumbermen, and so on. 
From now on our men in the field 
making reports will be asked toa in- 
dicate, so far as they are able, how 
many fires are started by smokers. 
Undoubtedly the general uSe of cig- 
arettes has tended to make the task 
of forest protection more difficult. 
In the days when woodsmen and 
manual: laborers usually smoked 
Pipes the danger from smoking was 
relatively small. 

“A burning cigarette end seems 
such a small matter that relatively 
few people trouble to be sure that 
it is out before toSsing it away. in 
the western national Lorests, where 
in the summer every spark of fire 
is particularly danserous on ac- 
count of the dryness of the vege- 
tation, our forest rangers have 
again and again traced fires back 
to the point of origin and found 
there a cigarette butt, from which 
the fire had spread ftan-wise down 
the wind, Some of these cigarette 
butts lay by the roadside where 
they had been tossed from the cars 
of automobiles. 

“Lumber companies~ sometimes 
forbid smoking in the woods. Re- 
Strictive measures of this character 
would not be called for if smokers 
had a sufficiently keen sense of 
responsibility, and the habit of care 
not to drop fire in any form.” 

It is not merely in the forests, 
according to the department of ag- 
riculture, that smoking is the cause 
of special fire risk. ‘I'he bureau of 
chemistry of the department has in 
recent years been studying the dust 
explosions which are often the cause 
of very great losses of property 
in grain eleVators, flour mills, etce., 
and finds many blazes due to smok- 
ing. The educational campaign 
conducted by the bureau in the ef- 
fort to lessen fire losses from this 
cause has had for one of its im- 
portant lines of effort bringing 
home to the ubiquitous smoker in 
‘grain elevators, flour mills, é¢tc., the 
urgent need for care. 

The secretary of agriculture. ad- 
dressed a letter to a number of 
leading tobacco manufacturers not 
long ago, pointing out that smok- 
ergs cause many forest fires, that a 
single fire may cost the govern- 
ment thousands of dollars for fire 
fighting, to say nothing of the tim- 
ber burned up and the landscape 
desolated, and that by enclosing in 
tobacco packages some sort of warn- 
ing against carelessness with fire, 
the companies could materially aid 
in the campaign for forest protec- 
tion. While most of the companies 
thus addressed made no reply, one 
of the largest tobacco cOmpanies in 
the country answered favorably and 
requested a suggestion for a slip 
which might be placed in packages 
of smoking tobacco as a warning. 


HEALTH TALKS

THE CHILD WITH POOR DIGES- 
TION. 


Conditions. outside of the diges- 
tive tract often cause so-called 
chronic indigestion in childhood. 
Thus infected tonsils or infected 
accessory sinuses in the nose are 
commonly found responsible, or in 
obstinate cases, an unsuspected in- 
fection of the kidney (pyelitis) 
proves to be the cause. Too late 
hours, irregular meattimes, unre- 
stricted nibbling or plecing between 
meals, too hasty eating, gulping 
down morsels of food with the aid 
of swallows of fluid, not chewing 
the food thoroughly, neglected or 
decayed teeth, and that curse to 
childhood, the old maid teacher who 
expects a child to behave like an 
old maid, may be the cause of poor 
digestion and consequently impair- 
ed health. 

One of the important regulations 
parents must insist on is that the 
child remain at table twenty min- 
utes at least, whether he eats or 
not. There should be no exception 
or let down in enforcing this rule. 
In time, the child will learn to oc- 
cupy the twenty minutes.in leisure- 
ly eating, inatead of gulping down 
food and rushing away to play. 

A vast quantity of medicine is 
poured into children with indiges- 
tion to no good purpose. It is ut- 


that it will help digest the food, 
The pepsin is never wanting in the 
stomach secretion, even in the case 
of indigestion. It is equally illogi- 
cal and futile to give the child 
medicines which purport to be 
stomach or intestinal tonics, for of 
course no medicines have such ef- 
fects. The relief of chronic indi- 
gestion in children must be brought 
about by a search for the cause and 
the proper treatment of any causa- 
tive condition discovered, or by a 
regulation of the habits and diet of 


the child. 

In some cases, particularly when 
there is considerable fermentation 
in the intestine, lactic acid bacillus 
cultures have been given with bene- 
fit. For this yurpose numerous 
little tubes, ablets and other 
preparations are marketed, but 
there is no reason to imagine that 
these preparations have any su- 
periority to buttermilk for the pur- 

se, if,indeed, they are as efficient. 
Buttermilk contains not only in- 
finitely greater numbers of the de- 
sired lactic bacilli, but also con- 
siderable lactic acid, which is in 
itself inimical to the growth of the 
gas bacillus and of putrefactive 
germs in the intestine. 

No formal! diet can be set down 
for a child with chronic indigestion. 
But the proper diet for a normal! 
child of the same age should be fol- 
lowed as closely as possible. I 
shall -be -pleased to send parents 
suggestions for feeding children 
over one year of age, with specimen 
diets, if the poquest is accompanied 
with a stamped, self-addressed en- 
| velope.

Rev. W. H. Milburn, the blind man 
eloquent, .who had been chaplain 
of the United States senate for sev- 
eral years, cane to Kentucky to 
lecture. The subject of the lecture 
was “Aaron Burr,” and it was an

Describing Agron Burr’s going ev- 
ery day down to the harbor in New 
York and looking out over the sea 
for the te that never came, the 
Ship that he:hoped would bring 
him his daughter, Theodosia, was 
a thrilling moment in the lecture. 


Dr. Milburn, though blind, was 
the author of several books. In 
“Ten Yea:3 of Preacher Life,” he 
told of his* experience as a young 
preacher on a Mississippi river boat. 
Most of the passengers were con- 


gressmen no were on their way 
to Washington to enter upon their 
duties. They were gambling, drink- 
ing and swearing, much to the 
annoyance and disgust of Milburn, 


On Sunday morning the captain 
of the boat, knowing Milburn to be 
a preacher, asked him to hold re- 
ligious services. He acceded to the 
request, but there came to him a 
serious problem. Should he _ re- 
prove these men for their culpable 
misconduct or should he ignore it? 


He decided to do his duty. He told 
them that he was surprised and 
humiliated, knowing that they were 
on their way to Washington to 
make laws for the nation and that 
they were daily violating the laws 
of God. He administered a severe 
but well-deserved rebuke. He went 
to his stateroom with fear and 
trembling. knowing the men to be 
high-spirited. When there was a 
knock on the door, he opened it 
with dread. A committee from the 
congressmen entered, and instead 
of the punishment he expected they 
complimented-him upon his courage 
in administering to them the re- 
buke they: merited, and in parting 
presented him with a gold watch 
in token of their esteem. In after 
years he was made chaplain of con- 
gress, due very Jargely to the in- 
fluence of the men he had reproved. 
I wrote a letter to Dr. -_Milburn 
referring to this incident. He wrote 
me a very 1 ‘(nd letter, saying that

walked with Him and talked with 
Him up to the end of His earthly 
life, they did not understand im, 
could not realize that it was a spir- 
itual and not an earthly kingdom 
that He came to set up. “He was 
the lonellest man that ever  walk- 
ed the earth, so far as human fel- 
lowship was concerned,” was one 
of his statements. 

In presidin over a conference, 
Bishop Candler sometimes shows 


traces of humor that adds variety 
to his usually reverent and spir- 
itual utterances.

They are without shame, without a 
bit of self-control, plundering and 
killing Jewish inhabitants, with 
court trials or without court trials, 
are killing them every day. And 
it seems that the leaders of the new 
Polish government are so “busy” 
with reorganization and construc- 
tion work of their new nation, that 
they don’t seem to pay any particu- 
lar attention towards those acts, and 
they do not even attempt to put a 
stop to the bloody tragedy. 

the contrary, in some instances, and 
places, those shameful crimes were 
even supported by Polish statesmen. 


Historical Facts. 
But I will control myself and wil! 
give only the historical facts of the 
life of Poland, and we shall see if 


Poland has any future as a great 
nation, although supported morally 
and financially by the victorious al- 
lies. We are learning from the his- 
tory of the Jews and Poles that 
the Jews at the early beginning of 
the fifteenth century were gladly 
and very hospitably welcomed into 
Poland, when they certainly needed 
a home, a shelter, a protection from 
the prosecution and executions and 
expulsions, from the _ different 
“Christian” countries at the time.

Comment by Brown. 


The critical situation which con- 
fronts the Southern Bell company 
in the state of Georgia and through- 
out its territor was graphically 
described Tuesday by Epps 
Brown, president of the company, in 
an address at the regualr meeting 
of the Atlanta Rotary club. Mr. 
Brown stated at the outset that he 
intended to be entirely frank, and 
in his discussion of the service now 
rendered by the company he pointed 
out that the service of today was 
the composite of the conditions of 
today and was, largely a matter of 
facilities. These facilities, he sald, 


had not been provided in the past 


few years on account of the re- 
strictions which the war had placed 
on the telephone company, and were 
not provided at present because of 
the inability of: the manufacturers 
of telephone equipment and mate- 
rial to fill the orders of the com- 
pany. 

Future facilities, he declared, de- 
pended upon the ability of the com- 
pany to earn a return upon its in- 
vestment which would maintain its 
credit to the point where it could 
secure the necessary new capital 
from the Investing public. 

The vital thing now, he said, was 
for the company to secure adequatc 
rates So that the return to its own- 
ers would be such as to justify the 
investing public in purchasing the 
securities ef the company. 

The congested conditions in At> 
lanta, due to the lack of facilities, 
was duplicated, he said, many 
other communities througout the 
country. It was a.nation-wide sit- 
uation, and both the service and 
the facility conditions in Atlanta 
were better than in many other 
communties of equa] size. 

He illustrated by graphic charts 
the manner in which the costs of 
material and of operation had in- 
rceased by leaps and bounds dur- 
ing the past few years, and showed 
how the net revenue had dwindled 


tothe poitn where the esimate for |- 


the year 1920 indicates there will be 
a deficit unless increased revenue 
is authorized by the railorad com- 
mission. 

Mr. Brown referred to the needs 
Of Atlanta and outlined the pro- 
gram for the next five years, which 
involves an expenditure of $6,000,-

ToEnd Civil War 
Upheld by Dixon 


Gives Authorities for the 

- Blair-Lee-RivesIncident, 
Suggesting Secret Offer 
of Dictatorship of South 
to Lee. 


That General Robert E. Lee was 
offered the dictatorship of the south, 
and the opportunity to lead the com- 
bined armies of the north and south 
against Maxmillian in Mexico, thus 
giving to Dixie an honorable peace, 
as brought out in his latest play, 
now being offered at the Atlanta 
theater, was upheld yesterday by 
Thomas Dixon, the author, in an in- 
terview given a Constitution report- 
er, in which he cited the historical 
authorities on which based this Ht- 
tle known incident of the war of the 
sixties. 

When Mr. Dixon was told that 
many persons in the first night au- 
dience were inclined to doubt the 
authenticity of the facts brought out 
in the first scene of the fourth act, 
which suggested the secret proffer 
of dictatorship, made to Lee follow- 
ing a secret session of the confeder- 
ate congress, after the receipt of an 
offer ‘rom the federal government, 
he exclaimed, “Good, just what I 
had- hoped or. 

Dixon’s Explanation. 

“Mr. Blair,” he said, “was sent 
unofficially by Lincoln to Richmond 
with the mission of persuading 
President Davis to dissolve the Con- 
federacy, re-enter the union and join 
in the prosecution of*’a war against 
Maximilian in Mexico. Lincoln was 


lead the expedition, but the United 
States congress knew nothing for- 
molly regarding this move on the 
Part of Lincoln. However, this 
was Blair's second visit on the same 
errand, the first having taken place 
on January 11, 1864. 

“Davis would not listen to the 
proposal which placed the south in 
& position of ‘knuckling.’ It was 
this episode which precipitated the 
famous secret session of the Con- 
federate legislature.’ Here Mr. 
Dixon rose to his full height of 
more than six feet, and his words 
snapped as the spirit of the old 
Scene thrilled his imagination. 
“Grant stood menacingly. before 
Richmond—Sherman was advancing 
upon Atlanta from Chattanooga— 
Butler was rapidly marching up the 
James river—and a fourth’ northern 
army was sweeping down the val- 
ley of Virginia. The Confederacy 
appeared doomed. 

“Behind closed doors and without 
Davis’ kniwledge the Confederate 
assembly determined that the part 
of wisdom lay in accepting #Lin- 
coln’s proposal, 

Rives Sent to Lee. 

“Colonel Rives, a most able sen- 
ator, was sent to General Lee on 
the field of battle to acquaint him 
with the particulars of Blais’s visit 
to Richmond and Davis’ action. 
Rives was instructed to insist upon 
Lee’s accepting the dictatorship of 
the south, taking rank over but 
not displacing Davis, and follow- 
ing the course outlined by Blair. 
“Lee refused ‘upon the grounds 
that Davis w his commander*in- 
chief and that such action on his 
part would be disloyal.” Mr, Dixon 
implied during the interview that 
the offer of the dictatorship was 


not conditioned upon Lee’s sumse- 
quent course of procedure, but that 
the Mexican campaign was purely 
subsidiary to the great need of con- 
cluding an armistice at that time. 

In his characteristic way the au- 
thor cited his authorities for the 
events pictured in his play. They 
were Giddeon Wells, Pollard, Gen- 
eral Alexander’s “‘Memoirs,” Thomas 
Nelson Page’s “‘Life of Lee,” Gen- 
eral Gordon and others. 


Will Take Play North. 


Abruptly he ceased speaking of 
these moot questions and branched 
off into nis personal feelings dur- 
ing the performance Monday night.
